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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Shue's process does not 
teach or suggest that improved adhesion is an additional benefit by the described processing steps. However referring on col. 7, lines 31- 
42, Shue teaches that the patterned densified titanium nitride layers 22a" and 22b" serve as adhesion promoter layers for the pair of 
conductive contact studs 28a and 28b. Therefore the primary purpose for layers 22a" and 22b" is to serve as adhesion 
promoting/improving layer. Therefore process steps /inter-treatment performed inherently improves the adhesive property of the layers. 
With regards to claim 21, applicant argues that Dixit fails to teach or suggest processing or treatment steps to improve the adhesion 
characteristics of the glue or ahesion layer. As stated in the last office action, Dixit teaches glue layer (44), where a barrier fortification 
step is performed to improve the performance of layer (44). Since Dixit teaches that layer (44) acts as wetting/glue layer, the fortification 
step inherently improves the adhesion property. 
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
